St. Petersburg, Oct. 23.—The czar* 
viteh, the Grand Duke Alexis, heir to 
the throne of all the Russians, is seri­ 
ously iii at the imperial hunting lodge 
of Spain, Russian Poland, as 
he re­ 
sult of an accident which occurred on 
Oct. 15. 
Vue czarevitch then sustained an 
injury on the left side which cause I
